THE CABINET CONSULTATIONS. 

It was ascertained late this afternoon that 
to-day’s session of the cabinet had not been 
called, as had been given out, merely to pre- 
pare for this evening’s opening of parliament.

Nodoubt is entexytained that 
between the time of the receipt of the broken 
dispatch and that of to-day’s reports, that the 
covernment, while believing that the 
Afghen defeat at Penideh was 
really less disastrous than re- 
ported, still considered the incident, unless 
eatisfactorily explained, a casus belli. The 
cabinet, at tbe session, discussed the question 
of at once sending six ironclads, now at Malia, 
to the Dardanelles. 

There is great agitation this evening in all 
the government departments. It is stated 
that 12,000 reinforcements will beat once sent 
toIndia. The first army reserve will probab- 
ly be called out immediately. 

THE INDIAN CHIEFS WANT WAR. 

The earl of Dufferin, at Rowal Pindi to-day, 
wes informed by telegraph of what had oc- 
curred at Pendjeh. fe atonce told Ab- 
Gurrahman, ameer of Afghahistan, and 
the native Indian chiefs, who arein attend- 
ance at the councils: The native chiefs unan- 
imously recommended the immediate throw- 
ing of troops into Afghanistan. This recom- 
mendation has been placed before the home 
government at London. | 

Later in the day the surmise of the govern- 
ment in regard to the movements of Sir Peter 
Lumsden were substantiated by the receipt of 
a telegram trom himat Gulion.

ot Marines Go on Dry 
Land. 
ssnINGTON, April 9.—Captain Norton,com- 
nunding the Shenandoah, informs the navy 
department that he has landed about 150 men 
in Panema for the protection of American in- 
teres(s. Secretary Whitney replied to him: 

“Your dutyis confined to protecting the rati- 
wayeand steamship companies’ property and the 
lives and property of American citizens, and so 
far ss your force permits. to keep the transit open. 
In corflicts between the focal forces you must not 
participaie nor show favor or disiavor to either.” 

Secretary Whitney to day received the fol- 
lowing message from Commander itane, at 
Aspinwall: 

“The 4lUance has just arrived. ‘ The situation is 
urcbanged. ‘The Colon, the Pacific Mail steamer, 
sails to-night ’’ 

Senor Becerra, 'minister from the United 
States of Colombia to this government, has re- 
ceived an official dispatch trom his govern- 
ment, dated Bogota, 8th inst., in which it is 
stated that tranquility prevails throughout 
the republic except at Panama, Sabanilla and 
Santa Marta, which it says are in the hands 
of the rebels. The dispatch also states that 
ihe government is organizing in the state of 
Canca, which adjoins Panama, an mag 
of 1,500 troops, which will be sent to Panama 
#8 s800n as possible, to suppress the revolt in 
that state. 

ffairs in Panama are improving. The 
provisional government is organizing rapidly, 
and order is being maintained. The Shanan- 
doah landed 100 men to-day. Although many 
rumors of possible tumult when they landed 
bad circulated, there was no disorder. The 
men guard the wharves, offices and rolling 
stock ofthePanama railroad company.

Norfolk Again the Oenter of Intense Ex- 
citement, 


Norroikx, Va., April 9.—The Farmers’ bank 
of this city did not open at the usual hour 
this morning. A notice was posted on the 


doors stating that the bank had madean as- 
signment to Walter F. Irvine for the benefit 
of its creditors. The bank was seriously affact- 
ed last spring by the failure of H. C. Harley 
& Son, of No. 10 Wall street, New Vork, but 
was enabled to tide over that emergency b 
the assistance of the Exchange National ban 
of this city, which suspended a week ago. 
The cordition of the bank’s affairs will not be 
ascertained until later in the day. 
THE STATEMENT OF THE OFFICERS. 

The officers of the bank make the following 
Statement: 

The Farmers’bank having suffered by the recent 
financial disasters, and deeming {t best for the in- 
terest Of all concerned to suspend, made an as- 
signinent to-day to Walter F. Irvine, trustee, for 
the benefit of its creditors as follows: First, ex- 
penses attending the making of the deéd, etc.: 
second, all depositors whose credit balances on 
the evening o' April 8th, exceeded their balance 
at the close of business on April !, to the amount 
of such excess, provided such depositors be not 
indebted to the hank; third, certified checks and 
drafts on correspondents now outstanding, ex- 
cepting such certified checks as may be held b 
the Exchange National bank of this city, whic 
said bank is indebted to the Farmers’ hankin a 
&um largelyin excess ofsuch certified checks: 
fourth, haat my fg ratable. 

The feeling in this city, Portsmouth and the 
entire section tributary is one of deep de- 
pression. The suspension of the Exchange 
National bank, the largest institution of the 
kind in the state, and the failure of Bain & 
Bro., bankers, of Portsmouth, was the greatest 
fnancialshock Norfolk has ever received. 
Business is panicky. The bank officers are 
cisposed to take a gloomy view of the situa- 
tion, and are straining every nerve to restore 
quictand confidence.

The General Sleeps Seven Hours, and Awakes BRe-~ 
freshed— His Condition Declared Improved by 
tae Doctors—The Famiiy Go Out Ri diag, 
and the Doctors Take a Holiday. 


New Yor«, April 9.—The Grant household 
was quiet and undisturbed all last night. - Be- 
tween 11 o’clock and midnight General Grant 
fell asleep, and except by coughing occasion- 
ally, his sleep was continuous until 7 o’clock 
this morning. At that hour he aroused him- 
self for the day, and took nourishment plen- 
tiously and well. After the morning treat- 
ment of his throat the patient walked about 
his room. His mind was clear at waking and 
afterward. During the night Dr. Shrady and 
the family enjoyed along sleep. The gener- 
al’s condition was so favorable to-day that the 
physicians deemed immediate medical attend.

THE NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 

Less than two months remain of the exhi- 
pition period, and only a small number, 
coinpaiatively, of the people of Georgia and 
the adjoining states bave taken advantage of 
the opportunity eflorded to study the re- 
gources, tkill and development of the coun- 
try. There haye been held greater exhibi- 
ticns of the goods cf all nations, but there 
never was a finer and fuller exhibition of the 
varied productions of the states of this coun- 
try, or of the field covered by the general 
government iiself. Better world’s fairs have, 
jn other words, been held, but never so fine 
awational exbibition; and it is notlikely 
hat an opportunity of equal comprehensiye- 
ness in the productions of this country will 
occur egain in many yeers, 

At the centennial exhibition a few states 
were well represenied, but at New Orleans 
every state has a representative exhibit. 
Even Georgia's space is well filled—astonish- 

ingly well filled when the fact is recalled 
that the legislature made no eppropriation, 
and that only a small part of the sum set 
apert by the exposition authorities has been 
available. Commissioner Bacon deserves 
credit. He had to make bricks without

In view of present circumstances the reprinting 
of the story of the scenes ofthat historic day, is 
oprortune just now. Indeed, {t is well, beyon 
any suggestion ofjtimeliness, that“the sons of th: 
in: mortal soldiers who fought to the fleldof Ap, 
mattex, should know with what heroism thei 
fathers bore themselves, in times that trieimen’s 
souls. 

We, there‘ore, reprodnce part of an extended ar- 
ticle written by Mr. H. W. Grady for the Philadel 
phia Times and print d in that paper nearly ten 
yearsago. Itis in the main an interview with 
General John B. Gordon, who commanded one 
wirg of Lee's army and who above any man now 
livips can speak -understandingly of the events 
of that fateful 9th of April. We present the story. 
without further preface. 

‘“Youwwill remember the situation of affairs in 
Virginia about the first of March, i865. The valley 
campaign of the previous summer, which was in- 
avgurated for the purpose of effecting a civersion

and Petersburg, and from which so much had been 
expected had ended in disaster. Grant had massed 
hn enormous army in frontof Petersburg and 
Richmond, and iresh troops were hurrying to his 
aid. From the 25th of Murch, 1865, until the 9th 
sy of April, my men did not take -their- boots off 
the roar Of cannon and the ratile of musketry was 
not stilled on any day and the fighting and march 
ing was continuous. Hetite no report of these 
operations was ever made, Ourarmy covered a 
line of over twenty miles, and wasin-great dis- 
tress. The men were literally starving.. We 
were notable to issue even half rations, One- 
sixth of a pound of beef a day. I remember, wavat 
one time the ration of a portion of the army, and 
the men could not always get even that. I saw 
men oiten on their hands and knees, with little 
sticks, digging the grains ofeorn from out of tracks 
of horres, and washing itand cookingit. The 
brave fellows were so depleted by the time Grant 
breke our lines that the slightest wound often 
killed them, A scratch of the hand would result 
in gpargrene and prove fatal. The doctors took me 
to the hopitals and showed me men with a joint of 
their fingets shot off, thoirerm gaugrened up to 
the e)} ‘The men are starved,’ they said, ‘and 
we could do nothing with them.’

“The sights that | saw ag I walked among these 
peor emaciated, hungry men,dying of starved and 
poisoned systems, were simply horrible, Onr 
horses were in no better condition; many of them.

Our 
line would bend and twist aud swell and break 
and close again, only to be battered against once 
more, Our people performed prodigies of valor. 
How they endured through these terrible, hope- 
less, bloody days,I do notknow. They fought des- 


weekened through hunger and work that they 
could scarcely stand upon their feet and totter 
from one pointef assault to another. But they 
never complained. They fought sternly, grimly 
—as men who had made up their minds to dic. 
And we held our lines. Semehow or other—God 
only knows how—we managed day by day to 
wrest from the federals the last inch of our lines. 
Then the men, dropping in the trenches, would 
eat their scanty rations, try to forget their hunger 
and snatch an hour or two of sleep.

Then began 
the most heroic and cesperate struggle ever sus- 
tained by troops~—a worn and exhausted force’of 
hardly 4,000 men,with a vast and victorious army, 
fresh and strong, pressing upon our heels, We 
turned upon every hilltop to meet them and give 
our wagon trains and az tillery time to 
get ; ahead, Instantly they wonld 
strike us. Weinvariably repulsed them. Tacy 
never broke through my dauntless heroes - but af 
ter we had fought foran hour or two we would 
find huge masses of men pressing down our flanks, 
and to keep. from being surrounded I would have 
to withdraw my men.

The 
council finally dissolved with the understanding 
that the army should be surrendered if I diseoy- 
ered the next morning, after feeling the enemy’s 
line, that the infantry had arrived in such force 
thet I could not cut my way through. 
NEARING THE END. 

“My men were drawn upia the little town of 
Appomattox that night. Early on the morniug of 
thef9th 1 preparediior the assault upon the enemy’s 
line and done the last fighting done in Virginia. 
My men rushed forward grandly and broke the 
lineof the enemy and captured two pieces of 
artillery. 1 wasstill unable to tell what I was 
fighting. Idid not know whether! was strik- 
ing infantry or dismounted cavatry. I only knew 
that my men were driving them back, and were 
getting further and further through. Just then I 
bad a messagé from General Lee, telling mea flag 
of truce was in existence, leaving it to my disore- 
tion as to what course to pursue. My men were 
still pushing their way on. Isent at once to hear 
irom General Longstreet, feeling that if he was 
marching toward me, we might stilicut through 
and carry the army forward. I learned that he 
was about two miles off, with his men faced just 


opposite from mine, fighting for his life. 
I thus saw that the cage was hopeless, 
The further each of us drove the enemy 


the further we drifted apart ata the more ex: 
posed we left our wagon trains and artillery,which 
was parked between us, Every lime either of us 
broke only opened the gap the wider. Isaw plainly 
that the federais would soon rush in between us, 
and then there wou:d bave been no army. |! 
therefore determined to send a flag of trace. I 
called the chief'of my staff, to me and told 
him that I wanted him to carry a flag of truce for- 
ward, He replied: 

** ‘General, I have no flag of truce.’ 

“TI told him to getone. He replied: 

‘* ‘General, we have no flag of truce in our com 
mand,’ : 

“Then said J: “Then get your handkerchiel 
put it on a stick and go forward,’ 

‘**T have no handkerchief, general.’ 

‘Then borrow one and go forward with it.’ 

‘He tried, and reported to me that there was Lo 
handkerchief in my staff.

Butmen are seldom permitted to look upon 
fuch & scene as theone presented there. That 
these men shonld have wept at surrendering #0 
unequal & fight; at being taken out of this constant 
carnage and storm; at beiug sent back to their 
families; thet they should have weptat having 
their starved and wasted forms lifted out of the 
jaws of death and placed once more before their 
hearthstones, was an exhibition of fortitude and 
} 2triotiem that might sect an example for all time. 
THE END. 

“Ab! Sit, every ragged soldier that surrendered 
that day, from the highest to the lowest, from the 
oid veteran to the beardless boy, every one of 
them, sir, carried a heart of gold in his breast, It 
made my heart bleed for them, and sent the tears 
streaming down my face, as I saw them surrender 
the poor, riddled, battle stained flags that they 
hed jolowed so often, and that had been made 
sacred with the blood of their comrades.
